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OREGON 's Watershed 

Earth is an integrated system and scientists must understand that fact in order to address complex 
environmental challenges. Snowmelt is a source of water for more than one billion people. 
Temperature, NOT precipitation, is the driver of snowpack. 

In OREGON, the Willamette Valley depends upon the CASCADE RANGE WINTER SNOWPACK. The 
projection is that by 2050 there will be an average 56 percent drop in the amount of water stored in 
peak snowpack in the McKenzie River watershed of the OREGON CASCADE RANGE. 



Other locations with similar climate change include the ANDES MOUNTAINS, LOWER-ELEVATION 
ALPS, NORTHERN CALIFORNIA, JAPAN, and NEW ZEALAND. A model was developed that can be 
easily adapted to help the other similar regions determine future loss of snow water. 

New choices are coming for western OREGON because of significant impacts on agriculture, 
ecosystems, hydropower, industry, municipalities, and recreation. OREGON will have to manage 
water resources differently. There will be greater risk of flooding when snowfall changes to rainfall in 
low mountainous elevations. Changes in dam operations will be needed, but even that could not 
make up for the predicted loss of snow storage of water. Summer water flows will be lessened. Plus, 
the population will rise. 

The scientists at OREGON STATE UNIVERSITY published their data in the "National Hydrology and Earth 
System Sciences", with support from the NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION. Professor Anne Nolin at 
the COLLEGE OF EARTH, OCEAN, AND ATMOSPHERIC SCIENCES co-authored the report, which is one 
of the most detailed studies of its type done on a large watershed.

The Appellate Division in Albany handed the city of Dryden a unanimous decision of agreement with 
the city of Dryden that the NEW YORK STATE CONSITUTION ENSHIRINES CITY RIHT TO MAKE LOCAL LAND 
USE DECISIONS.

EARTHJUSTICE is active in CALIFORNIA, NEW YORK, PENNSYLVANIA, and elsewhere across the country 

because the tracking industry is in such as rush to blast the rocky underground formations with nasty 
chemicals, sand, and water. 
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Hydraulic fracturing, or tracking, secrecy is being challenged nationally across the country by 
EARTHJUSTICE. Another instance is that in WYOMING the nasty chemicals must be identified, but an 
overseer agency has been subverting the law's intent by granting secrecy requests to industry, so 
EARTHJUSTICE is appealing to the WHYOAAING Supreme Court to challenge the secrecy waivers.

Babylon the Great 

The word "Babylon" means "Confusion". Confusion comes before clarity. Many horns of an 
oligarchy beast seem to be rising up out of the sea of nations. Get braced for the likes of Dow Agro 
Sciences, GMO shareholders, and the Tobacco Associates, for example, to require world consumers 
conform to the lowest industry standards. The big question on everyone's mind is whether the 
advancing beast of global trade unity will curtail our UNITED STATES OF AMERICA constitutional 
freedom to redress grievances. 

It 
seems the global economy is dependent upon growth of gross national product, AND multinational 
corporations are run by boards required by law to manage their companies to maximize profitability 
for shareholders. If corporate executives question their company's focus on growth, they would likely 
lose their jobs. There was no public debate about the trade deals that leaders of nations decided to 
sign up for as participating nations. 

An oligarchy world may profit the beast of commerce and world trade, but it may mean 
continuance of going beyond the renewable capacity that our planet can sustain. Perhaps new 
technologies for renewable energies will emerge. Maybe there will come more efficient packaging, 
transportation reduction, toxics bans, water usage restrictions, and increased recycling of materials 
by the largest global corporations if corporate executives make some effort to decrease the 
environmental footprints of their companies. 

It remains to be seen what the lowest common denominator rule will be a return to the DARK AGES 
of "Buyer Beware", or NOT. As you consider some recent scenarios you might discover what will be 
the effective means for upgrading from the Lowest Common Denominator rule of thumb, to the 
standards on High. 

For example, in 2008 Chinese dairies sickened thousands of babies and killed several because 
melamine was intentionally added to milk. The scandal caused the head of CHINA'S FDA to be 
executed. 

And recently NEW ZEALAND'S largest milk-powder exporter, FONTERRA CO-OPERATIVE GROUP Ltd's 
Chief Executive admitted LACTOFERRIN was shipped by NEW ZEALAND to CHINA. It apparently 
contained too high of nitrate levels that impairs delivery of oxygen in food. It was shipped to CHINA, 
where Chinese lab testing uses different methods, and it was found to have unsafe levels of 
contamination. The CHINESE GENERAL ADMINISTRATOR OF QUALITY SUPERVISION, INSPECTION, AND 
QUARANTINE seized the protein, a milk extract used in products such as infant formula. 

But FONTERRA's spokesman claimed the NEW ZEALAND milk powder was tested in NEW ZEALAND, 
and that it did meet NEW ZEALAND'S specifications. Therefore Damien O'Connor, the NEW ZEALAND 
Labor Party's spokesman opined that NEW ZEALAND must implement interim food-safety measures 
to guarantee its exports are contamination-free and safe. He admitted that infant formula 
ingredients that NEW ZEALAND exported to CHINA contained hazardous bacteria and the FONTERRA 
company has apologized to Chinese consumers. But under the Lowest Common Denominator 
which the NEW ZEALAND specifications were, what would the outcome have been. 

Here's another example, the Sept. 9 WALL STREET JOURNAL "International Trade Can Involve Some 
Fishy Business" commentary by Greg Autry, claims raw sewage from CHINA'S burgeoning cities, as 
well as pesticides and heavy metal output of poorly regulated industrial plants, flows into the Yangtze 
River, which flows into fishponds. According to Mr. Autry, recently 55,000 pig corpses were 
discovered in the water supply of the largest city. 
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Another example is that UNITED KINGDOM regulators warn that cheap honey was shipped from the 
SOUTH PACIFIC and was passed off as if it were expensive Manuka honey from NEW ZEALAND. 

And the question remains, If MONSANTO won't tell you, how will you learn that independent studies 
found out that GMO food damages rat kidneys and livers. With the Lowest Common Denonominator 
trade rule, how will you hear that some studies linked ROUNDUP to cancer and Parkinson's disease. 
Will your body forewarn you of the health risks, or will you be at the mercy of industrial growth for the 
sake of profitability, not health concerns.
